Industrial stocks sold 
off with the rest of the market, and 
some of the obscure issues suffered 
large losses. Among these was Texas 
Co., the Gates oil concern, which broke 
914. 

Bonds declined along with the specu- 
lative issues. United States Steel 5s 
gave way 2 points and Rock Island col- 
lateral 4s nearly as much.

STAMFORD, Conn., June 
Knode Cooke and Floretta Whaley, with 
whom he eloped six years ago, when 
she, his ward, was only 16, were married 
by a Justice of the Peace in the parlors 


of a local hotel this morning. The wit- 
nesses were a party of friends who came 
here with the couple last evening. 

The former Episcopal clergyman and 
his bride had been to Hartford and Wil- 
limantic to get from Judge Joel Reed of 
the Superior Court a certified copy of 
the decree of divorce in favor of Mrs. 
Marinda Clarke Cooke, who was the 
wife of the clergyman. The certified 
copy was a necessary preliminary to the 
application for a marriage license in 
this State. 

Cooke found the Judge at the Willi- 
mantie camp grounds and obtained a 
formal, signed order, which he took to 
the Hartford County Superior Court, 
where he received the copy of the de- 
cree. 

Cooke and Miss Whaley obtained a 
marriage license as soon as the Clerk’s 
office opened today. The marriage serv- 
ice was read soon after 9 o’clock by 
Justice of the Peace Francis 8S. Tipper. 

Mr. and Mrs. Cooke then returned to 

their home in New York. 
. The decree cof divorce granted to the 
former Mrs. Cooke named Miss Whaley, 
with whom Cooke eloped from Hemp- 
stead, L. I. Two chcildren have been 
born to them since that time. 

Cooke gave his occupation as ‘‘news- 
paper business.” It is said he will be 
employed on a New York paper. 

Mrs. Cooke obtained qa divorce from 
the former pastor last Friday, and 
Cooke and Miss Whaley decided to mar- 
ry as soon as he received a certified 
copy of the divorce decree from the 
Hartford (Conn.) court where it was 
granted. 

Before the marriage Cooke's lawyer 
said: ‘“‘The honeymoon probably will 
be an afternoon off, a good dinner and 
an evening at the theater. Cooke has 
been working on a downtown skyscrap- 
er as a painter and decorator. 

Mrs. Marinda Cooke, on announcing 
recenfly that she had at last brought 
suit for divorce, said she had decided 
to do “the big thing.” 

‘T have never had any idea of re- 
venging myself upon either Mr. Cooke or 
his unfortunate companion,”’’ she said. 
“That is not in my power; it rests with 
a higher power to adjust those things. 
When Mr. Cooke deserted me I came to 
my parents. They welcomed me. They 
were old and ill, and the shock of my 
husband’s unfaithfulness and the no- 
toriety which followed worried them 
greatly. I put my troubles behind me 
and devoted all of my time to them. 

“Finally, my mother passed away and 
only my father was left. Naturally, I 
spent all of my time with him and 
never allowed my affairs to bother my 
mind. When my husband left me, I 
was so crushed by the blow that I felt 
only religion would console me, and I 
tried to become a deaconess. But after 
being with my parents for sometime I 
found my heart softening. Often when 
I was seated at my father’s bedside, I 
would see, in fancy, children playing 
out, and the thought of Mr. Cooke’s two 
little ones made me set aside my princi- 
ples and seek a divorce. 

“In spite of the fact that my church 
does not recognize it. I decided after 
much thought to do the big thing. I 
waited until my father had departed 
and then began my action. But it was 
not to seek my own freedom. My rea- 
son was to give Jere Cooke’s innocent 
babies a name and their mother the 
right to call herself his wife.

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HAIR COLOR ISSUE 
IN KIMMEL-LIKE 
UASE OF WOMAN 


Appearance of Claimant in Suit 
Gives Parallel to Famous 
Identity Case. 


REPUDIATED BY RELATIVE 


Action to Get Pauline Meyer’s 
Insurance Becomes Mystery 
for Jury to Solve. 


A feminine parallel to the famous 
Kimmel case has been drawn in the 


surance, by the declaration of the Met- 
ropolitan Life Insurance Co. that it has 
found Miss Meyer. 

Like the Kimmel claimant, the wom- 
an who says she is Miss Meyer has 
confronted the relatives who are claim- 


ing Miss Meyer's life insurance, and 
like him, she has been repudiated by 
them. In the Kimmel case, the iden 
tity puzzle was complicated by a dif- 
ference in the color of the eyes of the 
missing banker and the claimant. In 
the Meyer casé, it is the woman's hair 
which, the relatives say, disproves her 
claim. The claimant’s hair is dark, and 
Miss Meyer, according to her relatives, 
had light hair. 


Retrial on an Appeal. 

The perplexing case will be passed on 
by a jury in Judge’s Cave’s court, if 
the. woman, who disappeared after her 
visit to lawyers and to the family last 
Friday, reappears. Testimony as to 
the color of Miss Meyer's hair, and ex- 
pert testimony as to the possibility that 


‘light hair might become dark in an adult 


person, probably will follow. 

Mrs. Mary Anthony of 2920 Wisconsin 
avenue is suing the Metropolitan for 
$219 insurance on the life of her sister, 
Miss Meyer. Ten years have elapsed 
since Miss Meyer disappeared from her 
home at Kimmswick, south of St. Louis, 
end the suit alleges her legal death. A 
judgment was given in a justice court, 
and the case is being retried on an ap- 
peal. 

“Call Pauline Merer.” 

The appearance of the claimant was 
made known in court Monday, when 
Attorney Louis B. Sher, representing the 
insurance company, said to a Deputy 
Sheriff, “Call Pauline Meyer.” 

He then explained to the Court that, 
in his belief, Pauline Meyer was alive, 
and that he desired an opportunity to 
bring into court the woman whom ‘he 
believed to be she. The continuance 
Was granted, over the protest of Mrs. 
Anthony’s lawyer, Charles J. Anderson. 

Sher then told how the woman had 
called at his office last Friday, and how 
he had accompanied her to Mrs. An- 
thony’s home. Mrs, Kate Ruess of 1526 
South Eleventh street accompanied them. 
Sher declared the visitor showed thor- 
ough familiarity with the family pic- 
tures in the house, and said Mrs. An- 
thony did not deny, at the time, that 
the woman was her long-lost sister. 

“Not My Sister.” 

She said the woman's reason for ap- 
pearing with her claim was not only to 
keep herself from being adjudged dead, 
but to get a share of $1900 back pen- 
sion money said to be due to her 
father’s heirs. 


Mrs. Anthony told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Tuesday that there was not 
even a resemblance in the appearance 
of the claimant and the missing woman. 

“My sister was a blonde and this 
woman was a brunette,”’ said Mrs. An- 
thony. ‘“‘My sister was considerably 
taller than she. Also this claimant 
had a2 peculiar twist to her mouth which 
my sister never had. They were no 
more alike than night and day. 

“When Attorney Sher came to my 
said: ‘I have brought Pauline to see 
you. A woman stepped forward and 
said: ‘How do you do, Mary.’ I looked 
at the girl and said, ‘This is not my 
sister.’ 

“I Would Know Sister.’ 


“Mrs. Ruess, who came to my home 
with Sher and the claimant, interrupt- 
ed the conversation at this point. Dur- 
ing the whole time she was there she 
said hardly a dozen words. My daugh- 
ter Julia, 15 years old, was present. I 
asked the woman if she knew who it 
Was and she said, ‘O yes, she is Julia, 
your oldest child.” Now, my oldest 
daughter is Mary, 18 years old. Julia 
spoke up and said, ‘I remember Aunt 
Pauline, and this certainly is not she.’ 

“The three stayed about 10 minutes. 
I told her she was an imsoptor, but 
that I wanted to give her a fair chance 
to identify herself, and if she would 
come again to my house Sunday morn- 
ing, that I would have all my relatives 
there. She promised to come, but did 
not appear. 

“About two months ago Sher telephoned 
my sister-in-law, Mrs. Dorothy Hemp- 
hill of Glen Park, Mo., who was then in 
St. Louis, that he had found Miss 
Meyer. He said she was in his office 
at that time and wanted Mrs. Hemphill 
to come to the office and see her, but 
she refused to go. She described the 
woman, saying that she was a bionde. 

“I intend to fight this suit to the fin- 
ish. I would know ‘my sister in an 
instant, and I do not propose to accept 
anyone else.’’ 


Meeting in a Store. 

Mrs. Ruess, telling a reporter of her 
visit, said she could have no doubt as 
to the claimant’s identity, as she was 
brought up with Miss Meyer, and used 
to entertain her at her home after com- 
ing to St. Louis. She said that three 
years ago she saw the woman in a 10- 
cent store, and accosted her, but that the

Even Then, Inmates of Home 
Must Return Bottles to | 
the Police. 


When the police are ready to make 
their next distribution of free beer, 
just watch the wagons back up to the 


curb at the old Four Courts Building. 
The publication in Monday's Post- 
Dispatch of an item telling how the, 
police gave to the inmates of two 
homes, conducted by the Little Sis- 
ters of the Poor, the liquid refreshment 
confiscated in lid club raids, aroused 
interest in other institutions. 

All the charges of the Little Sisters 
are old men and women, and thus far 
they have been the only beneficiaries 
of the beer distribution. 

Many who did not know of the police 
practice of disposing of confiscated 
drinks in this way are asking why the 
good cheer should not be more widely 
distributed. Others have telephoned to 
the Post-Dispatch, protesting against 
any sort of distribution of drinks by the 
police department. 

“Reader” Protests. 

A post-card received in the first mail 
Tuesday read: “What right have the 
police of this city to give beer to the 
Little Sisters of the Poor, or any other 
Catholics, or Protestants? 

“READER.” 

At the Altenheim, 5408 South Broad- 
way, a home for aged men and women, 
it was said that since the police’ were 
making donations of confiscated beer 
and other liquors an effort would. be 
made to get some of it. It was also 
said that such gifts would be acceptable 
at the Jewish Orthodox Old Folks’ 
Home, Grand and Blair avenues. 

Superintendent Anderson of the City 
Infirmary (poor house) said the police 
need not ‘trouble themselves to send 
him any of the confiscated refreshment, 
as he does not permit his charges to 
drink intoxicants. This also is the at- 
titude of the managers of the Memorial 
Home, Grand avenue and Sidney street. 

Must Be Seasoned, 

But those who desire to get in on 
the distribution need not hurry. The 
police have no confiscated beer on hand 
at present. The last consignment was 
sent to the Little Sisters three years 
ago. 

After beer. 1s confiscated it is. held by 
the police for two years. Those to 
whom it is then given must promise to 
return the empty bottles, and these are 
sold by the police, the proceeds going 
into the treasury of the Police Relief 
Association.

Commissioner Montgomery 
Makes No Recommendations 
- Relative to Standard Ouster. 


EVIDENCE ALONE FILED 


Fate of Sugar Creek, Big Refin- 
ing Center, Remains in 
the Balance. 


By Associated Press. 

JEFFERSON CITY, June 10,—With- 
‘out findings or recommendations, 
the report of John Montgomery of Se- 


dalia, Mo., Commissioner appointed by 
the Missouri Supreme Court to take 
testimony in the rehearing of the State 
ouster proceedings against the Standard 
Oil Co. of Indiana, under the anti-trust 
laws, was filed with the Supreme Court 
here today. 

The report conveyed a transcript of 
evidence taken by Commissioner Mont- 
gomery at hearings in Kansas City, 
Chicago and Jefferson City since the 
Supreme Court granted a rehearing on 
May 10, last. 

The report includes the sworn testi- 
mony of officers and directors of the 
Standard Oil Co. of Indiana which, in 
brief, was to the effect that all of the 


observed strictly since proceedings 
against the company were started, and 
that this is to be the policy of the com- 
pany in future. 

According to the Commissioner's re- 
port, the company introduced testimony 
to show that it was its purpose to go 
into the open market and compete with 
all opposition companies for business. 

Town’s Fate in Balance. 

The fate of Sugar Creek, the seat of 
a refinery near Kansas City, which it 
was feared would be wiped out of exist- 
ence should the company be ousted 
and the refinery therefore withdrawn, 
is touched upon in evidence from offi- 
cers and directors of the company to 
the effect that the little village is a 
point of great- advantage for refining 
and shipping oil, and that should the 
company be allowed to remain in Mis- 
souri the large plant there will be im- 
proved greatly. 

The report conveys this testimony in 
the form of a running story covering all 
the hearings befor. the Commissioner 

Today’s report is the development of 
the Supreme Court’s action of May 10, 
suspending the writ of ouster against 
the.company, granting a rehearing and 
appointing Commissioner Montgomery to 
take testimony as to the good faith of 
the company in severing its connection 
with any trusts. 

The fight of the State of Missouri 
against the Standard was instituted by 
former Gov. Herbert. 8. Hadley, then 
Attorney-General, about eight years ago. 

In December, 1898, the Missouri Su- 
preme Court fined the Standard of In- 
diana, the Republic Oil Co. and the Wa- 
ters-Pierce Oil Co. $50,000 each, and {s- 
sued ousters against the Standard and 
Republic companies. These two compa- 
nies appealed to the United States Su- 
preme Court, where the judgment of the 
Missouri. Court was affirmed April 1, 
1912. 

Standard’s Request Denied. 

The Waters Pierce Company paid its 

fine and upon promise to be good in the 


Ijfuture was permitted to remain in busi- 
4 |ness in the State. ¢ 


In May last year the Standard and 
Republic paid their fines, and the Stand- 
ard asked a modification of the Su- 
preme Court’s judgment under which it 
might remain in business in the State 
so long as it obeyed the laws and the 
orders of the court. This request was 
denied absolutely by a decree of the 
Supreme Court issued last February. 

Uurged on by the outcry of citizens, 
especially of Kansas City and Sugar 
Creek, that the ouster would do untold 
damage to business concerns depend- 
ent to an extent upon the service of 
the Standard, the Missouri Legislature 
at the last session attempted to alle- 
viate the situation, but a bill which 
was passed and which asked leniency 


}ifor the company was vetoed by Gov- 


ernor Major on the ground that “it 
would break down anti-trust laws cf 
Missouri that had been 25 years in the 
bullding.”’

Father Vaughan began his lecture 
by remaking that he had been away 
from home for 18 months, during which 
he had traveled 380,000 miles and had 
spoken between 300 and 400 times to an 
aggregate of about 600,000 people. He 
had preached, lectured and talked in 
cathedrals and chapels, in theaters «nd 
opera houses, in auditoriums and ar- 
mories. He had spoken in the “giory 
holes’’ of great liners, and on deck: 
in gold, copper and coal mines. He had 
eddressed his audiences in snow fields 
and in lumber camps, in log cabtiua, 
among cowboys, at negro revivals and 
in Indian camps. He had been among 
avalanches and glaciers; he had been 
in a sandstorm, had seen a tornado, 
had experienced earthquakes twice, and 
had been nearly shipwrecked. When 
on that last occasion the ladies rushed 
to him and asked ‘‘Shall we be saved?’ 
he replied, “That depends upon your- 
selves. But I have the best authority 
for assuring you it is as short to heaven 
by water as by land.”’ 

Some of them seemed to doubt it, 
but after a couple of days they got off 
the rocks without loss of life. 

Traveling “En Prince.” 

He had been in a railway accident, 
when many carriages and the engine 
were reduced, as a man said, to tooth- 
picks. But not a passenger was in- 
jured. They were gliding down a slide 
during a heavy snowstorm, and the 
brakes would not act, so they ran into 
a luggage train at the bottom of the 
decline. He passed the harbor bar 
going to New York in the autumn after 
a terrible storm at sea, but on nearing 
land they ran under two glorious rain- 
bews, and the great city stood out in 
the setting sun as a thing of the great- 
est grandeur and glory. 

That he was going to receive a hearty 
welcome he felt certain, but no descrip- 
tion of ais could convey an idea of the 
courtesy, kindness and hospitality ac- 
corded to him all the time he was in the 
States from every section of the com- 
munity, from the President in the White 
House to the logger in the lumber camp. 
“Such hospitality never was.’ He had 
traveled those 30,000 miles, and it was 
hardly an exaggeration to say he never 
paid for a railway ticket or for a room 
in the hotel. He found he was travel- 
ing ‘“‘en prince.’’ New York was the 
most cosmopolitan metropolis in the 
whole world. From all the nations un- 
der the sun people poyred into it and 
Gistributed themselves throughout: the 
18 states. 

Adverting to his personal experi- 
ences, Father Vaughan said that be- 
fore he was out of his cabin he was sur- 
rounded by reporters and interviewers, 
all wanting his impressions of New 
York and ‘the United States generally 
before he had seen them. He rather re- 
sented giving himself away, but a man 
said, “I've come from my editor. He 
wants to know what you think of the 
hobbie habit."’ Father Vaughan replied, 
“I don't think it is any good my giving 
you my idea of the hobble habit be- 
cause before I have expressed any view 
it will be out of fashion. The habits 
I am speaking against are the habits 
the ladies will not give up, bad hab- 
its.” The reporter said, ‘‘That’s right;} 
that'll go right in.” Next day he saw 
the headline, ‘Vaughan on Hobble 
Skirts."’ . 

“Gotham Wonderful Powerhouse.” 
New York was a wonderful power- 
house, where everything that was en- 
terprising and energizing and .adventur- 
ous was propagated, It was a place 
where you could not get old—you had. to 
keep young. When somekody wrote io 
him, “If you work as you are -doing in 
New York we will haye to meet you 
with a hearse,” he replied, “If I stay 
ir. New York much longer you will havw 
to meet me with a perambulator.” 

As for hotels and restaurants in New 
York, they were perfectly wonderful— 
especially in the prices. When the ma)- 
tre d’hotel presented the bill’ at. one 
place and asked if everything was all 
right, hig (the speaker's)... triend, said, 
“No, you haven’t charged for saying, 
‘Good morning.’ ’’ 

From New York he went to Buffalo, 
where he arrived at 8 o'clock in the 
evening. He went straight to @ great 
auditorium, packed to the doors, where 
he delivered an address. When it was 
over the chairman said, “‘Now the peo- 
ple want to meet you,” which meant he 
had to stand’ up, when he, was pretty 
well tired, and shake hands with about 
1000 persons, who told him all about 
themselves, their interests, and their 
children. Then he thought’ it was all 
over, but the Bishop of Buffalo came in 
and sald, “Now we are going down to 
the banquet.” Over 500 people sat down, 
and at the end there were 1 or 16 
speeches.. He got away at 2:80 in the 
morning, and the Bishop drove him 
round ‘the city and showed him the 
cathedral and palace, which stood a lit- 
tle way back from the main street. The 
Bishop, ‘after asking how Father 
Vaughan liked the location of the ca- 
thedral and palace, remarked, “A little 
while ago they were right on the main 
street, and I did not like it, so we 
wheeled the whole thing back.” 
some ye roe cities they thought 
nothing of wheeling houses from one 
place to another. 

After describing Niagara, ‘Father 
Vaughan told an anecdote of an Italian, 
who, on being asked by a Yankee what 
he thought of the falls, was not very 
appreciative, and inquired, _repied'|| 
your, Vesuvius?” The Yankee replied: 
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Niagara would put it out in 
a spit.” A visitor from South Africa, on 
being asked his opinion of the falls, in- 
quired of the ques ‘oner, in his turn: 
“What do you ‘hink of Victoria Falls, 
compared with Niagara?” The Yankee’s 
reply was: “Victoria Falis compared 
with Niagara?—a mere frontal perspira- 
tion.” 

Philadelphia, continued the lecturer, 
was a Quaker City, and while there he 
was told the story of a boy who was 
asked for an essay upon Quakers. He 
wrote that Quakers were very kind, 
good people, who never quarreled, never 
clubbed one another, and never jawed 
back again, and at the end he added: 
“Pa's a Quaker. I guess mother’s not.” 


Philadelphia was supposed to be a 
very slow place compared with New 
York or Chicago—so slow that it was 
related that a man was taken up for 
sowing scarlet runners there. Another 
man was asked: ‘Are you still in Phil- 
adelphia?” He replied: “I guess every- 
thing is still in . Philadelphia.” "Oh 
said the questioner, “I don’t mean that. 
I mean, have you lived all your life in 
Philadelphia?” The man looked up and 
said: ‘‘Not yet,’’ 

In Chicago sermons were preached in 
the churches in 25 different languages, 
and some of the factories printed their 
rules in 10 languages. In that city all 
the various nationalities had their own 
quarters. There were a great many 
Jews, who were excellent citizens, Cath- 
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ollce had numerous lessons to lesen trom| 
the ,Jews. 

Describing his visit to St. Louis, on) 
the Mississippi, the lecturer said that 
one day an American was talking about 
that river and the great Hudson, and 
observed: ‘“‘Why, compared with our 
rivers, your Morsey and your Severn, 
and your Thames are mere sleepy, sick- 
ly streams.” “I replied,” Father 
Vaughan went on, “ ‘I think yours are 
just as sickly as ours. Look at thig 
one, sir—the Mississippi—it is confined 
to its bed.’"’ One had to keep one’s 
wits about one in America, or else En- 
gland got standing in the background. 

During his stay in Florida and the 
Southern States he had the great pleag- 
ure of being among the darkies, of at- 
tending some of their revival meetings, 
and of seeing the life they lived. They 
really were the brightest, happiest, 
most cheery people he ever came across. 
He wanted to preach in a little chapel 
there, and a man came up and said 
very gravely, ‘“‘Perhaps you wouldn't 
mind preaching from the altar steps, 
because I have got a duck laying in the 
pulpit.” 

Good Wages in America. 

‘People ask me, do I recommend you 
to go out to America,” concluded Fa- 
ther Vaughan. ‘Do I recommend the 
working man to go out?

| NEWSPAPERS VALI 
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U. S. Supreme Court Upholds 


Act Put Into Operation by 
the Postoffice Department. 


FREEDOM OF PRESS, ISSUE 
. 


kief Justice White Says Regu- 
lation Is Necessary to Get 
Mailing Privileges. 


WASHINGTON, June 10.—Ags inter- 
preted by-it, the United States Supreme 
Court today upheld the constitutionality 


“of the newspaper publicity law enacted 


y 


&S°a part of the postal apropriation act 
of 1912. 

The newspaper publicity laW provides 

that the management of al! papers shall 
filé semi-annually in the postoffice 
from which their. papers. circu- 
late an affidavit showing the ac- 
tual ownership of the papers. 
This affidavit not only must give the 
names -of the Owneis, but also must 
show the mortgaged indebtedness, — if 
any, and by whom held. 
_A bitter fight was made against the 
law by the. Journal of: Commerce an 
Commercial Bulletin of New York. That 
mewspaper sought to have the United 
States District Court for southern New 
York ‘enjoin ‘the Postmaster-General 
from enforcing the act, on the ground 
that it was: unconstitutional. 

The objection. then raised was that 
the law abridged the freedom of the 
press by seeking to regylate the news- 
Paper business. The Government de- 
fended the law as.a regulation of the 
use of the second-class mail privileges. 

The New York‘court sustained the va- 
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ra that brought by the Lewis Publish- 
ing Co. of New York. It is said that 
the law affects.more than 25,000 publi- 
cations in the United States. 

Chief Justice White interpreted ‘the 
objectionable regulation as being not a 
restriction of the freedom of the press, 
but merely as affixing additional condi- 
tions for admission of néwspapers to 
the Special privileges of the second-class 
mail service. 

The Chief Justice, in his opinion, said: 
“Was the provision intended simply 
to supplement the existing legislation 
regarding second-class matter, or was it 
enacted as an exertion of legislative 
power to regulate the press, to curtail 
its freedom, and under the assumption 
that there was a right to compel obedi- 
ence to the command of legislation hav- 
ing that object in view, to deprive one 
who refused to obey of all rights to 
use the mail service? 

‘‘When the question is thus defined, its 
solution is free from difficulty, since 
by its terms the provision only regu- 
lates second-class mail, and the exclu- 
sion from the mails, for which it pro- 
vides, is not an exclusion from the mails 
fenerally, but only from the right to 
participate and enjoy the provisions ac- 
corded by the second-class classifica- 
tion.’’ 

Low Postal Rate Emphasized, 

The Court \declared further that the 


requirement that newspapers should dis-4 


close their true owners was in-line with 
the “‘great public purpose which induced 
Congress to continue in favor of the 
publishers of newspapers, at vast public 
expense, the low postal rate, as well as 
other privileges accorded by the second- 
class mail classification.’’ 

To emphasize this, the Court quoted 
from the report of the committee, stat- 
ing that the intent of the legislation 
was ‘‘to secure to the public in ‘the dis- 
semination of knowledge of current 
events’ by means of newspapers, the 
names not only of the apparent, but of 
what might prove to be the reaj and 
substantial owners of the publications, 
and to enable the public to know wheth- 
er matter which was published was 
what it purported to be, or was, in sub- 
stance, a ‘paid advertisement.’ ”’

SIDES FIRM 
AS SENATE BEGINS 
MINING INQUIRY 


Workmen to Charge Brutality 
to Guards; Operators to At- 
tribute Trouble to Unions. 


CHARLESTON, W. Va., June 10.—The 
United States Senate committee today 
came to investigate conditions in the 
Cabin and Paint Creek coal regions of 
West Virginia,» where the bitter feeling 
between the coal operators of the State 
and the United Mine Workers of Amer- 
ica is growing more intense. 

The mine. workers will try to prove: 

That miners were arrested without due 
process of law by mine guards, who beat 
and cudgeled them, in some instances, 
into unconsciousness. 

That many were working under a sys- 
tem of peonage. 

That men were not permitted to get 
their mail from Government postoffices. 
‘that citizens of the United States have 
been arrested, tried and convicted con- 
trary to or in violation of the Constitu- 
tion and the laws of the United States. 

Men with broken noses, cracked heads 
and wounded limbs will be put on the 
stand to testify as to the alleged bru- 
tality practiced by mine guards. 

The operators -wi]l endeavor to show. 

That the mine workers on Paint and 
Cabin creeks were all right until mem- 
bers of the miners’ union came to incite 
them. 

That the general surrotndings of the 
miners of Paint and Cabin creeks are 
good, as compared with those of miners 
elsewhere. 

That’ miners in those districts earn $4, 
$5 or $6 a day of eight or nine hours. 

That the miners’ union started all the 
trouble in this State to crush the coal 
industry. 

That the union officers encouraged 
brutal violence and murder.

INSULT TO DEMAND: 


NEWSPAPER BOOKS 
AD MEN ARE TOLD 


Louis Wiley Assails Advertisers 
Who Examine Accounts and 
Press Rooms. 


By Associated Press. 
BALTIMORE, Mad., 


Wiley of New York, in his address to- 
day to the convention of the Associated 
Advertising Clubs of America, replied 
to remarks made by James Keeley 
of Chicago at yesterday’s session. Kee- 


June 10.—Louis 


ley had said it was an astonishing com- 


mentary on the ethics of one of the 
greatest industries in the world that 
it’s business integrity was at so low 
an ebb that newspapers have to submit 
to the third degree to have established 
which, if any of them, are telling the 
truth about what they have to sell. 

Wiley regretted the “‘unwarranted se- 
verity” of Keeley’s “attack upon a rep- 
utable business, a business as honestly 
conducted as any other in this broad 
land. The standard of ethics in the 
newspaper calling is as high as that in 
any other.”’ 

Continuing, Wiley said: 

“The recent demands of an adver- 
tisers’ association to newspaper pub- 
lishers to submit to an examination of 
their books and press rooms for veri- 
fication of their circulation statements, 
or, upon refusal, forfeit advertising or- 
ders, have not met with encouragement 


from many self-respecting newspaper 


publishers. 
“Tf an advertiser is in doubt about the 


value of a newspaper's circulation it 
is his privilege and duty to seek informa- 
tion in any way he van obtain it; but 
it is an insult to the newspaper to ask 
it to submit to an examination of its 
books and to suggest that a certificate 
of the association will be supplied if the 
statement of the newspaper is found to 
be true. 

‘“‘Advertisers have not been defrauded 
by the rates charged them for news- 
paper advertising, but hundreds of news- 
papers have been wrecked and fortunes 
have been spent in the effort to print 
newspapers and to sell advertising 
space at the comparatively small rates 
charged.”’ 

The speaker regarded the law to en- 
force the publication of circulation state- 
ments as fraught with great danger, 
and he hoped the Supreme Court would 
declare it unconstitutional. 


Keeley Assails Untruthful. 
Keeley yesterday declared ‘the trou- 


bles that exist between advertiser and 
publisher, the handicaps that prevent 
harmonious dealings between the man 
who publishes and the man who adver- 
tises, are based on what might eupho- 
niously be called one standard for ed- 
itorial honor and another for business.” 
Stripped of politeness of phraseology, 
the trouble or problem, he said, ‘‘was 
really based on lying.’’ 

“This is the situation in the publica- 
tion field today,’’ he said, ‘‘and this sit- 
uation, humiliating as it is to the honest 
publisher, and distressing and trouble- 
some to the advertiser, is due largely, 
yes, wholly, to the newspapers them- 
selves. The circulation liar is not quite 
as old as Gutenberg types, but he is not 
much younger. He is not, I am glad to 
say, as numerous as he was years ago, 
but he is just as perniciously active as 
ever, and his influence is more de: 
vastating than at any time past. His 
performances, however, are not con- 
doned as generally as they were in th- 
days gone by. You know, and I know, 
that for years a circulation statement 
was generally regarded as entitled t» 
the place of honor in any joke book. 
There ‘were men, the soul of honor in 
the editorial conduct of their papers. 
who would not hesitate to make a spori 
of veracity when it came to circulation. 
‘“‘As time rolled on, advertisers began 
to insist on knowing what they were 
buying. If they paid for ‘all wool,’ they 
did not want @oddy. As a result va- 
rious schemes and methods were de- 
vised for finding out if the editor, the 
man who is supposed to act as leader 
of public thought, guardian of public 
morals, exposer of crookedness, ani 
prophet of reform, was telling the truth. 

Would Make Guilt Personal. 
‘“‘These men who lie about their circu- 
lation,gwho defraud the advertiser, are 
just as guilty of obtaining money un- 
der false pretenses as is the 
cheap swindler who palms off a brass 
watch on a farmer under the preten- 
sion that it is gold; One of these days 
I hope to. see this guilt made equal 
under the law.

“At the time I am preparing this ad- 
dress, the Supreme Court has not passed 
en the constitutionality of the new pos- 
tal saw. I hope that the law is held 
constitutional. I hope that the Gov- 
ernment will not hesitate to prosecute 
for perjury every’ publisher, be he big 
o) little, who makes a false statement 
regarding circulation. I hope that the 
law will be so amended that it will be 
made obligatory on the editor, publisher 
or owner to sign the circulation affi- 
davit personally. 

“‘At the present time, one in a subordi- 
nate position can sign the statement, 
In Germany each newspaper has a libel 
editor, When a libel’ is published, and 
the paper is brought into court, the libel 
ecitor assumes responsibility and goes 
tu jail. That is his job; that is what 
he is paid for. We do not want tn 
this country circulation editors who, 
for a salary commensurate with the 
risks they run, Will take a chance, 
commit perjury, and then act as scape- 
goat for the real criminal. — 

“I believe the service of a paper to 
the advertiser should not start and end 
with the publication of his advertise- 
ment, just as I believe that the duty 
of a paper to its readers does not start 
and end with the publication simply 
of the news of the world. When we 
receive 7, 7 or 700 letters a week from 
advertisers asking information and ad- 
vice as to the problems that confront 
them, I shall feel that we are fulfilling 


our destiny.

“The Walsh family will regret this.”’ 


Refused to Speak to Him. 
Mrs. Fraser testified that after Butler 


returned from South Carolina she had 
refused to have anything further to do 
with him. She said that he passed 
her home two or three times a day and 
that once he called: 

“Hello, sweetheart!”’ 

She told him then, she said, that she 
would not speak to him again. 

Police Seargent Dempsey testified that 
Butler told him, after his arrest on Sun- 
day, that he had bought the revolver on 
the Thursday previous and had carrie: 
it to church with him before he re- 
ceived the message asking him to cail 
at the Walsh home. Patrolman Carroll 
said the only statement Butler would 
make after the shooting was that ‘‘it 
was a love affair.’’ 

Mother Tells of Killing. 

The jury was completed late Monday 
afternoon, and a night session of court 
was held, which was adjourned at 9:35 
Pp. m., when the stenographer com- 
plained that the glare of the courtroom 
lights had affected his eyes. 

Mrs. Catherine Walsh, mother of 
Eugene Walsh, was the principal wit- 
ness. She told how Fraser had shown 
to her and to others of the family 
the letter which Butler wrote him con- 
cerning Nellie Walsh, now Mrs. Fraser. 

On the Sunday of the Killing, Mrs. 
Walsh said, she sent her son Joseph 
tv Butler’s boarding place across the 
way, asking him to call at the house 
and repeat in Nellie’s persence what he]. 
had written to Fraser. 

Butler called and, the mother said, 
repeated substantially what he had 
written. “You're a Har!” cried the 
girl. At that moment, Mrs. Walsh said, 
Eugene Walsh came down from the 
bathroom, holding on with one hand 
the trousers which he had hastily 
drawn on over his shirt. He had not 
put on his underwear. ° 

With the other hand, she said, he 
motioned to Butler to get out of the 
yard. Butler, she said, drew back a 
few steps, them drew a revolver and 
shot Eugene, who fell dying.

In Robert Browning's famous poem, 
“The Pied Piper of Hamelin,” a climax 
of unutterable poignant tragedy 8 
reached when the little children of 
Hamelin Town, following the fantas- 
tic stranger who had bewitched them 
with sweet music, disappear forever in 
the black bowels of the mountain, 
which opened and swallowed them ut- 
der the spell of the Piper’s evil magic. 

Browning does not attempt to em- 
phasize the pathos of this moment. He 
knew, because of a poet’s insight, how 
surely every reader’s heart would ache 
with pity for the bereft mothers of 
Hamelin who saw their little ones thus 
disappear, never -to be seen again, as 
forfeit for the 1000 guilders which the 
village burghers refused to pay. 

And, truly, when the beautiful play 
made from Browning’s poem was pre- 
sented at a St. Louis theater in the 
not remote past, this moment of the 
sudden anguish of the mothers of 
Hamelin, robbed of their babies, proved 
unspeakably touching. It shook the 
very souls of the play’s beholders, 50 
vital was its stroke of tenderest agony 

‘Thank the good Lord!” one thought, 
self-comforting, ‘“‘such a thing can’t 


ha) 


happen in real life! 

But that was a mistaken thought. 

If the fund of $10,000 now néeded to 
save the lives of the tenement babies 
of St. Louis isn’t raised very quickly, 
those baby lives will be claimed in for- 
feit precisely as the Pied Piper claimed 
his 1000-guilders forfeit of baby lives in 
the Hamelin Town of five centuries 
ago. 

The only difference is that the Grim 
Reaper will take the place of the Pied 
Piper in the real life St. Louis in- 
stance. And Death, the Grim Reaper, 
is even more ruthless than was the 
sinister central figure of the ancient 
Brunswick legend. 

He will pipe no bewitching strains to 
lure the poor little tenement babies to 
their doom, this. sardonic Death of the 
great tragedy now impending before 
your very eyes. He'll merely laugh and 
swing his scythe and toll his bell and 
gather the babilesin. They can’t escape, 
unless we help them. They’re his by 
forfeit. 

What are we going to do about it? 

The tears that came to our eyes when 

we saw Edith Wynne Matthison in “The 
Pied Piper’’ at the Shubert Theater were 
beautiful in their significance of pity for 
the bereft mothers of Hamelin Town. 
But they were not one-millionth part as 
beautiful as would be our helpfulness— 
now—to the tenement mothers of Sr. 
Louis town. In fact, unless helpfulness 
now goes hand in hand with pity, our 
Hamelin tears were crocodile tears of 
the first water. 
Let this thought sink into your heart. 
A more appalling tragedy than ever 
befell the fabled children of Hameliy 
Town is now imminently menacing the 
little poor children of the St. Louis 
tenements. We cried over the Hamelin 
tots because we couldn't help them nor 
comfort their mothers. But we can 
help our St. Louis tenement tots—and, 
dear God, how surely can we comfort 
the mothers of these little ones of the 
poor!

“Most railroads are interstafe and as 
no single State Commission has full 
control over the issue of all the se- 
curities of any interstate railroad, we 
nust have the approval of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission itself if 
there is to be any effective control. 

Massachusetts’ Experience. 

“The need of such approval by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission is de- 
monstrated most forcibly by the ex- 
perience of Massachusetts with the 
New. York, New Haven & Hartford 
railroad. Massachusetts was long the 
leader in America of the supervision 
of the issue of securities of the rail- 
roads and public srvice corporations.

Representative Hinebaugh’s bill would 
charge the committee with recommend- 
ing. legislation to govern plans for reor- 
ganizing insolvent railroads in interstate 
commerce. 
It also would investigate the issue of 
securities by the St. Louis & San Fran- 
cisco for a stated period prior to the 
receivership. .

Coppinger accused Judge Hillskottsr 
of speaking disparagingly of the wits 
of Harry J. Mackinaw, Clerk in Judge 
Hillskotter’s court. A report that such 
remarks had been made and that they 
also reflected on Coppinger had for sev- 
eral weeks been the cause of condi- 
tions at the courthouse approaching the 
proportions of a feud between county 
officials. 

In the fight Coppinger’s thumb was 
sprained and his knuckles dislocated. 
Judge Hillskotter went home bearing 
marks of the encounter. 

Husband of Woman Disabled. 

Harry J. Mackinaw, husband of the 
woman in defense of whose good name 
Coppinger fought, is almost helpless 
from a stroke of paralysis...and 1s 
scarcely able to walk. Because of her 
husband's physical condition, Mrs. Ma-- 
kinaw frequently in the last few months 
occupied his desk at the courthouse ana 
did. his work. 

Monday night’s fight brought to light 
the feudal conditions which recently 
have prevailed at the county seat. 

While a few had known it, many 
learned for the first time that Mack- 
inaw, after learning of the remarks al- 
leged to have been made about his wife, 
went to court armed with a revolver 10 
days ago and told close friends that he 
intended to use the weapon on Judge 
Hillskotter. 

When the Judge heard of this threat 
he also armed himself with a revolver, 
saying that he meant to defend his life. 
Sheriff Henry disarmed.the Judge and 
friends induced Mackinaw to give vp 
his weapon, 

' Quarrel When They Meet. 

Judge Hillskotter and Coppinger met 
in the Leland Hotel bar M@nday nignt. 
Coppinger, according to a statement he 
made after the fight, accused the Judre 
of making disparaging remarks about 
Mrs. Mackinaw. 

Judge Hillskotter denied it. Coppinger 
said that he had proof that the slight- 
ing remarks had been made in Alton 
and had been heard by William Fries, 
chairman of the Board of Supervisors, 
and James Marquis, a business man. 
The Judge again denied the charge 
that he had slendered Mrs. Mackinaw 
and the fight started. 

After several blows had been ex- 
changed the men were separated by 
Sheriff Henry, Patrick Purcell and 
George Pickel, proprietor of the saloon. 
Coppinger’s face bore no marks of the 
conflict. 

Judge Hillskotter ts serving his third 
term as County Judge. Efforts to 0»- 
‘tain a statement from him after the 
firht were unsuccessful. Visitors were 
not admitted to his home and his wife 
said he was unable to speak over the 
telephone. 

Sheriff Henry, in an interview, after 
the fight, said that Mrs. Mackinaw ha 
a splendid reputation in Edwardsville 
and that her devotion te her invalid 
husband had won many friends for her. 
Mrs.-Mackinaw was appointed as her 
husband’s chief deputy when his condi- 
tion made it impossible to give all his 
time to his work. 


Woman Warmly Defended. 
‘I believe in the integrity and honor 


of Mrs. Mackinaw as I believe in that 
of my own wife,’ said the Sheriff. 

Mackinaw also gave out a statement 
in which he said: 

“T have implicit confidence In the in- 
tegrity of my wife and it was with dif- 
ficulty that I was restrained by friends 
from taking this trouble in my own 
hands and vindicating her honor.” 

The County Court was closed Tues- 
day. Mrs. Hillskoetter over the tele- 
phone said her husband was not seri- 
ously injured and that he would make 
a statement later in the day. 

Mrs. Mackinaw said: “I do not see 
how: Mr. Coppinger could have done 
anything else. I am glia there was 
not a tragedy, as I had feared that 
someone would be shot. My husband 
and I are preparing to file a slander 
suit” against Judge Hillskoetter.”’ 

Coppinger told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that while he was pummeling 
Hillskoetter the Judge said: “I never 
said anything, and if I did I take it 
all back.”’

Supreme Court Upholds Decis- 
ions Granting Extradition ,

WASHINGTON, June 10. — Porter 
Charlton must return to Italy to answer 


the charge of having'murdered his wife 
in June, 1910; at Lake Como. ‘The Su- 
preme Court so decided today. 

Justice Lurton began delivering the 
Supreme Court’s opinion in the Charlton 
case 48 soon as the Court assembled. 
He said first that no error had been 
committed in excluding evidence of in- 
sanity at the habeas corpus proceedings. 

After discussing the insanity plea, the 
justice took up the main point in the 
Case, Whether, under the treaty of 1368, 
ar American citizen’ could be: extradited 
to Italy for: a:crime committed there, 
particularly since Italy: will not extra- 
dite its subjects for crimes here, 

Justice Lurton pointed out that crimes 
committed in Italy were not justiciable 
in the United States, so if extradition 
were not granted. the criminals would 
ge unpunished. Crimes committed in 
the United States, he added, were jus- 
ticiable in Italy. According to inter- 
national law, he held that the treaty 
by reason of Italy’s course, had not 
become void, but merely voidable at 
the option of the American Government. 
The executive department having 
waived its right to annul the treaty, 
the Justice concluded, nothing remained 
for the court to do but to enforce its 
decision. 

Chariton has been a prisoner in the 
Hudson County (N. J.) jail nearly three 
years. The prisoner now probably will]

Body Sunk in Italian Lake. 

The killing of Mrs. Porter Charl- 
ton stirred Europe and America as 
have few murders of recent years. With 
the discovery of her crumpled body, 
stuffed into a trunk and sunk in Lake 
Como, Italy, where she had been with 
her husband on their honeymoon, both 
continents turned to search for the 
murderer. 

The first great problem to solve was 
the whereabouts of the 21-year-old hus- 
band, who, as a bank clerk in New 
York, had married the woman, eight 
years older than himself and the 4di- 
vorced wife of Neville H. Castle, a San 
Francisco lawyer. His father, Paul 
Charlton, law adviser of the ‘Bureau 
of Insular Affairs and former President 
Taft’s classmate,! was firm in the con- 
viction that his son, too, had been mur- 
dered. 


That question was solved when Porter 
Chariton, with his initials marked on his 
fult case, arrived in a steamer from 
Italy, a few days later at Hoboken, N. 
J. That night there appeared a confes- 
sion bearing his name. 

“My wife and I iived happily together, 
but she had an wnecontrollable temper, 
and so had I,’”’ read the confession. 

“On the night of the murder she had 
the worst outbreak of temper I ever 
saw. I told her to keep quiet or I would 
make her keep quiet. Then she had 
another outbreak. I took up a wooden 
mallet, with which I had been repairing 
a table, and hit her on the head and 
body two or three times. At midnight 
I put the body in a trunk, dragged it to 
a small pier near the house, and -threw 
it overboard.’’ 

Italy Asked for Prisoner. 

Italy, however, made a request for 
the prisoner. Secretary Knox parried 
by asking if Italy thereby meant to 
Waive its past interpretation of the 
treaty.

Increasing 
rates is an easy way for railroad managers to 
cover delinquencies. When railroads with high 
earning capacity go into the hands of receivers 
it is time to inquire what becomes of the earn- 
ings.

THE TARIFF AND THE SENATE.

The court re to accept the contention of 
the railroads that tite rates fixed by the Minne- 
sota Commission were in effect a regulation of 
interstate commerce, although it held that in 
one instance the rates were confiscatory and 
hence invalid. On the other hand, the court re- 
jected the extreme State rights contention that 
the rates were wholly within the province of the 
State and hence not subject to Federal regulation 
or review. 

The Court refuses to admit that there is a 
twilight zone in the regulation of commerce. The 
power of Congress to regulate interstate com- 
merce is absolute, and this power extends “to 
every instrumentality and agency” by which such 
commerce is carried on. There remains to the 
Scate the power to deal with local commerce. If 
this local commerce is incidentally interstate, 
the power still resides in the State until such 
time as Congress sees fit to exercise it. “Until 
Congress acts, the State may act.” 

In practice the court temporarily leaves the 

new Western doctrine of State rights intact, 
except in respect to the power of the Federal 
courts to suspend and review rates imposed by 
the states. But in theory the court opens up the 
way to complete Federal regulation and control 
of all railroads. There is no railroad of im- 
portance that is not an interstate railroad. There 
is relatively little traffic that is not “incidentally 
or indirectly” interstate traffic in its relation to 
rates. Whenever Congress chooses to use all the 
power that, in the opinion of the court, the Con- 
stitution has conferred upon it, there will be 
little in the way of railroad traffic left for the 
states to regulate. 
Some of us may not regard this complete Fed- 
eral control over railroads as desirable, but it 
is impossib follow the history .of railroad 
regulation during\the last 20 years without re- 
garding it as inevitables In the meantime the 
Supreme Court ip maintaining the status quo. 
Where Congress/ has not imposed regulations, 
the states may, even though these regulations 
incidentally affect commerce between the several 
states. 
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The new Berlin Hotel should exemplify all 
approved ideas in protection against fire. 
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SAVING THE MULE. 
Senator Reed says that Missouri mule -dealers 
have besought him to vote for a duty on sugar 
in order to save the mule. The logic of the ap- 
peal is not patent, but becomes so with the ex- 
planation that unless the sugar planters are duly 
protected in their prosperity they will not buy 
mules. 
The same sweet logic should move the Detroit 
automobile manufacturers to beg their Congress- 
men to stand by sugar. The Parisian jewelers 
and diamond brokers should send a lobby to 
Washington for the same reason. Unless the 
planters are properly coddled, we take it, they 
will not buy any more automobiles and diamonds 
than mules. Grand opera and the European 
steamship lines will similarly suffer unless they 
help to save sugar. We shudder to think of the 
loss to the Bourbon liquor trade unless sugar is 
properly protected. What is to become of New 
York’s modistes? Think of the loss in tips to 
bell boys! Alas for musical comedy and the Stet- 
son hat industry! 
Let everybody get in and lobby for sugar in 
order to save himself—for the melting of the 
sugar duty would dissolve the prosperity of the 
universe. 
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Not yet has the relation of state to general 
government been reduced to the relation of the 
county to the state. 


THE BRITISH STATE OF MIND. 
The latest fire attributed to “the work of suf- 
fragettes” is that of the Hampton grandstand, 
and others have been numerous within a few 
days. ‘Believed to be the work of suffragettes” 
is the verdict of the British imagination. upon 
every catastrophe of unknown origin. Thus in 


‘a sense the Fates are working for the cause. The 


heroines get credit for everything ineluding acci- 
dents and what the lawyers call acts of God. 
Presently superstition will be added to fear and 
among the folk will pass eerie tales in which 
the ghost of Mrs. Davidson will figure. Night 
will be made terrible by phantoms laboring for 
the franchise. Britain will hardly dare to breathe. 
Ill luck, crop failures, plagues, will be inter- 
preted as retribution or visitations of wrath of 
one sort or another. 

Our guess is that it will soon end in the ladies 
getting the vote. They have ‘unquestionably 
created a state of mind favorable to their ends— 
a panicky state of mind. In mortal dread of the 
suffragettes, England will presently respect their 
wishes. 
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WOMEN WILL NOT BE PARASITES. 
Speaking in behalf of over 100,000 wage-earn- 
ing women in St. Louis, Mrs. Raymond Robins 
told Lieutenant-Governor Painter that “every 
woman in this country is entitled to work.” The 
Lieutenant-Governor had charged that women 
agitators were responsible for much of the con- 
centration of population and the women’s slavery 
in the industries. 

There is a persistent feeling, often voiced, that 
women should forsake the store, office and fac- 
tory and go back into the home, there to con- 
cern herself solely with household problems and 
prepare herself to be a “good wife and mether,” 
if she be not that already.

A Dangerous Grade Crossing.

We see in the papers that the city has come to 
terms with the Terminal at Union avenue, the 
Frisco at Tower Grove and the Wabash at Del- 
mar avenue, in regard to separating the grade 
at above crossings. We have looked in vain for 
some sign to do away with the death trap at 
Chouteau avenue. Here is an ideal place for a 
viaduct. The grade slopes both ways to the 
crossing, the property on the south is not built 
up, on the north are packing houses that it 
would not harm to get below the street Ievel. 
On the other hand this {s the most dangerous 
crossing in the city. There is a sharp curve from 
both directions. Why is the Missouri Pacific 
allowed to drop cars down over this crossing 
(that is, make flying switches) in direct viola- 
tion of the Interstate Commerce law? Why are 
they allowed to block the crossing as long as 
eight minutes at a time? This is undoubtedly the 
busiest crossing in the city; more trains on the 
railroad and more street cars and wagons than 
any other line in the city, and can be done away 
with at the least expense. Will it take some hor- 
rible accident to make those in authority wake 
up? If the city has the power to do away with 
these death traps, why the delay? If not, why not 
route some of the cars over Market street?

EING a librarian requires special training 


education. 


© any high school boy or girl who 
is about to graduate, the work of 
a librarian presents a field 
' that is at once useful, agree- 
able and _$ interesting. While the 
pay in this branch of work is not 
large, there are many points in it that 
make it a desirable line of work to 
take up, especially for young women. 


To the young man or woman who is 
active, exact and methoditel, well read, 
fond of books, and industrious, library 
work will prove of great interest and 
value. The habit of personal neatness 
and cleanliness, a general intelligence 
and a familiarity with all branches of 
science, literature and art are important 
qualifications. A knowledge of lan- 
guages is a very valuable addition to 
one’s usefulness in the work and often 
adds materially to the success of a 
librarian. A clear, legible handwriting 
‘is also an important qualification. 


A high-school education is required 
before one can take up library work. A 
course in a training school for librarians 
of about one year’s duration is the next 
requisite. There are training classes 
for the purpose where ‘all the necessary 
practical points in connection with Ii- 
brary work are taught. Upon comole- 
tion of this course the atudent is ready 
to enter any of the public lIfbrartes 
wherever vacancies may occur. 

The pay of a librarian is from #40 to 
$70 per month. There are some higher 
positions that pay $100 per month, and 
several (such as those of library super- 
intendent) that pay much more.

Pole a Persian Gam 
The “million-dollar’’ polo —e is be. 


ing discussed everywhere, but only a 
comparatively: few people have any 
knowledge of how it is played. In or- 
der to enlighten the average reader the 
main points of the game are given be- 
low. 

In thé first place, polo is supposed to 
have been invented in Persia some thou- 
sand years ago. India next took it up, 
then England, and finally America be- 
gan to play it. .t is said to be the old- 
est stick and ball game in existence. 

Polo is played on a field 900 feet long 
and 450 feet wide, with a 10-inch wooden 
guard on the sid‘s. Th goal posts are 
placed 24 feet apart, are 10 feet high 
and are made of papier mache so they 
break if collided with by pony or player. 

A wooden ball, generally willow and 
painted white, three and one-eighth 
inches in diameter and not over five 
ounces in weight, is used. Mallets of 
various shapes, most of them cigar 
shaped, are wielded by the players. The 
contestants’ are mounted on ponies that 
must not exceed 14.2 hands: in height. 

While the object is to send the ba)! 
through the opposing goal posts, each 
goal counting one, it is possible for a 
match to be won without a single goal 
being scored, as penalties are imposei 
for violation of the rules. In actual 
playing time one hour is consumed. 

The game is split inte eight periods of 
seven and a half minutes each, with 
three minutes’ rest between periods, this 
being extended to seven minutes after 
the fourth period, or half time, 

The ponies used in polo are usually 
half-bred, the thoroughbred = strain 
crossed with a hunter, or, in this coun- 
try, a’eow pony. They Cannot exceed 
14,2 hands fn height. A team may have 
as many horses as it can afford, but 
usually from 30 to 4 is considered a suf- 
ficient number. That number.gives each 
player a chance to change mounts after 
each of the eight periods and leaves a 


margin in case of accidents.
